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SIR: 

Now comes Wu MEI, who deposes and states: 

1. I am one of the inventors in the above-identified 
application. 

2. The description on page 14, lines 8 to 11 of the 
specification of the above-identified application does not 
intend to encompass the rapid cooling or the cooling in a 
weightless state disclosed in Japanese Patent Application 
KOKAI Publication No. 2002-22 692 6 and also not intend that 
conditions for manufacturing ultrafine Pt-containing 
particles can be selected freely. 



3. The following experiments were conducted. 
Catalyst precursor particles were prepared by the same 

methods as those described for Examples 1 to 9 in the 
specification of the above-identified application. 

The catalyst precursor particles were then treated in 
nitrogen atmosphere at 900°C for 1 to 24 hours to obtain 
catalyst particles. 

Compositions of the catalyst particles thus obtained 
were determined by chemical analysis. As a result, it was 
revealed that no nitrogen is present in the catalyst 
particles regardless of the composition of the precursor 
particles and the duration of the treatment in nitrogen 
atmosphere .
